Latter, a Former Army Captain, Irn!

Murder Cate— Trials a 
Sequel of Six Years’ investigation^ 
by Justice Department— Question of 
Jurisdiction Delayed Hearings. 


Tacoma. Wash., Oct. I.—The fed-, 
«ral district court here 
began 
the 
trial of Roland Pothier, ex-sergeant 
major, for the alleged m urder of Ma­ 
jor Alexander Cronkiiite, while on a, 
practice m arch a t Camp Lewis, Oct. 


25, 
1918. 
It was announced that Pother’s trial 
will be followed, on Get. 22, by that 
■of Robert Rosenbluth, former army 
captain, indicted 
with him for the 
Cronkhite murder. 
The trials come 
as the result of six years of investi­ 
gation. 
Major Cronkhite was shot while on 
a practice m arch with his command. 
An army investigating board returned 
a verdict of accidental death but the 
dead m an’s 
father, Major 
General 
Adelbe"t Cronkhite. was not satisfied 
witb the findings and started a chain 
of 
invdjtigations. 
These 
inquiries, 
followed by alleged 
statem ents 
on 
P othier’s part, involving Rosenbluth, 
which later were repudiated, and the 
indictm ent of the two men by a fed- 
grand jury here in 1922. has a t­ 
tracted nation-wide attention. 
The trials were delayed for two 
years by the question of jurisdiction 
The federal supreme court h era must 
e w hether the cantonm ent was 
government property at the time Ma 
Jor Cronkhite met his death.

follow the selection of a jury 
nighty 
witnesses from all parts of the United 
S tates and Its insular possessions are 
here for the two trials. 
Pothier 
signed 
a 
confession 
in 
March, 1921, that he was responsible 
for the death of Major Cronkhite. 
Pothier said his pistol was discharged 
accidentally 
The next 
day Pothier 
altered his story and confessed that 
he had wilfully shot and killed Major 
Cronkhite at the request and com­ 
mand of Captain Rosenbluth. 
Pothier 
explained 
that 
Rosenbluth 
had 
a 
strange influence over him. 
A few 
days later Pothier asserted that he 
had been induced to confess to the 
m urder by third degree methods. 
He 
denied his guilt. 
Rosenbluth. who is 
of Jewish parentage, openly charged 
that he was the victim of a ancona 
Dreyfus affair; that he was being per­ 
secuted. 
General Cronkhite and his 
supporters answered that Rosenbluth 
had escaped trial through the efforts 
of powerful friends

Chicago, Oct. I.—In a letter he ad­ 
dressed to Chairman Butler of the 
Republican national committee, Unit­ 
ed States Senator Brookhart declares 
that Charles G. Dawes, Republican

‘wrecked the Republican campaign, 
especially in the northwest.” 
Brookhart attacks 
D a w e s ’ record 
and requests that tile Republican na­ 
tional committee take steps to secure 
the resignation of Mr. Dawes as the 
Republican candidate for vice presi­ 
dent. 
Brookhart adds: 
“In Dawes’ place there should be 
selected a farm bloc candidate, not 
ail imitation farm blocker, hut one of 
the fighting type like Senator Norris 
of Nebraska, in whom the farm ers 
have the utmost confidence.” 
Brookhart, who is seeking re-elec­ 
tion on the Republican ticket in Iowa, 
concludes: 
“Under the false pretense 
of loyalty Dawes has organized a dis­ 
loyal group to conduct an illegal de­ 
fense of the constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States, with the secret purpose of 
destroying the 
constitutional rights 
of union labor, while the Pure Oil 
company, in which he is interested, 
Is being sued by the government for 
violation of the criminal law. 
We is 
an insult to the whole laboring world 
and his sinister designs are so well 
known that he will certainly lose the 
whole labor vote.” 


Agreement Means That the League 
Council W ill Intervene In Domestic 
Legislation of Nations When Ap­ 
pealed to by a Member Which Feels 
It Is Being Unjustly Treated— Con­ 
cessions Must Be Approved. 


Geneva, 
Oct. 
I.—Im portant 
con­ 
cessions were m ade by the league of 
nations jubt'ommission which drafted 
the arbitration clauses of the pro­ 
posed protocol to bring about uni­ 
versal peace. 
Am endm ents proposed by Ambassa­ 
dor Adatci, which had created a dead­ 
lock that threatened the entire pro­ 
ject. were adopted in part by the sub­ 
commission. 
Fifty nations accepted 
the amendments. 
The 
agreem ent 
m eans 
that 
the 
league council or assembly will inter­ 
fere in domestic legislation of nations 
when appealed to by a mem ber which 
feels it is being unjustly treated. Al­ 
though the subject 
of 
immigration 
was not mentioned, it is considered 
by many that Jap an ’s interpretation 
of the clause in question would ba 
that she could appeal to The Hague 
court, 
and 
thence 
to 
the 
league 
against 
discrim inatory 
legislation 
aws in another country, such as the 
United States. 
The Japanese way of 
putting it is: 
“The broad principle Is 
that international injustices created 
by domestic relation should be sub­ 
ject to conciliatory efforts to adjust 
them.” 
Ambassador Adatci, addressing the 
arbitration commission, expressed his 
country's “profound gratitude” for the 
m anner in which the entire commis­ 
sion had worked to find a “solution of 
Jap an ’s dem ands,” and said he hoped 
a solution embodying them would be 
unanimously adopted 
The arbitration commission conces­ 
sion to Japan must be Approved by 
the commission and later by the full 
assembly. 
Several delegates took pains to em­ 
phasize that the solution of the Japa­ 
nese difficulty, through the revision 
of the protocol, strikes no blow at 
the sovereign rights of states 
They 
also took special pains to allay any 
m isapprehensions 
of 
the 
American 
people 
when 
they 
repudiated 
the 
charge made during the last two days 
at Geneva that tho am endm ents pre­ 
sented by the Japanese were aimed at 
certain other powers.
